part in the Eastern controversy, and 
has declaimed against the Turks with 
the tremendous energy. Mr. Morris 
also, the author of tbe-'Eaathly Para- 
dise," has shown the greatest interest 
throughout, and both be and Mr. 
Browning figured among the conveners 
of the late Conference on the Eastern 
Question. Mr. Algernon Swinburne 
is addition to tho list, having just pub- 
lished a pamphlet entitled "Note of 
an English Republican on the Musco- 
vite Crusade." More than three-four- 
ths of this eloquent little brochure is 
dovoted to a remonstrance with Mr. 
Carlylo on the subject on bis recenty 
proclaimed admiration to Kussia. Mr. 
y winbourne himself, unlike Mr. Carlylo 
and his brother poets above mentioned, 
18 favourable to tho cause of Turkey, 
and displays throughout a strong bat- 
red to the Russians, whoso sovereign 
be designates as "tho Muscovite 
Beelzebub, the prince of tho devils of 
despotism.

THE SESSION. 



As Others See TTa. 



The Becond session of tbo Second Pro- 
vincial Parliament -will lie opened to-day 
by His Excellency the Lieut. .Governor. 
Although several weighty aud important 
matters will come before the body for de- 
liberation, and will nocossarily occupy 
much time in tlirscussion, it is anticipated 
that the session— although eventful— will 
uot he a long ono. The Government bus- 
iness is well advanced and most of the 
measures will bo placed in the hands of 
members at the earliest moment. The 
great aud unexpected strength developed 
by the Government last session, eo far 
from waning, has actually grown during 
the recess. Such is the confidence felt in 
the Ministry throughout the country that 
in ono district where an election was hold 
to till a vacancy every veto was polled in 
its support— the questions at issue be- 
tween the candidates being personal and 
not political. In another district the 
Government won a seat from the Opposi- 
tion. The principal topics touched upon 
in the Speech will doubtless be the Rail- 
way and Ihe Drydock. With respect to 
the former much anxiety is felt in 
every part of the Province. The Dry- 
dock, though moro loca'. in its c'larnct. r 
than the Railway, possesses absorbing in- 
terest to tho public generally. Several 
important measures will be foreshadowed. 
The bill-of-Nro will prove acceptable 
to tho people's representation in the 
llouse, who, among other gratifying cir- 
cumstances connected with the Govern- 
ment, will find that its financial policy 
has proved entirely successful aud given 
universal satisfaction. It is not expected 
that the House will settle fairly to work 
until Monday next. 

THE CARNARVON DISPATCH. 

This important dooument will reach tho 
public eye to day. Its contents have been 
in a measure foreshadowed by a resent 
tologratn from Ottawa, and may briefly 
be summed up to convey an assurance 
that tho main lino will bo built, and to 
ask the oountry to recognize the principle 
of compensation for tho Islaud railroad. 
Whether tho amount of compensation 
that ought to be paid by the Dominion 
Government is stated by Lord Carnarvon 
iu the dispatch has not transpired beyond 
ollicial circles; but it is rumored that tho 
Secretary for the Colonies expresses 
himself as anxious that the whole dif- 
ficulty between this Province and 
Canada shall be settled during the 
coming summer to that the work, of con- 
struction may be commenced on Main- 
land as well as Island i.i the Spring of 
1878. It is quite evident that the appeal 
to England has been suceoshful in at least 
two very important points, viz. : The prin- 
ciple of compensation which wo were ask- 
ed to recognize in litiu of all delays iu 
Railway construction within the Province 
is now confined to tho Island road alone; 
and the assurance is conveyed Ihut work 
on the main lino will be pushed at an 
early date. We shall therefore have the 
Carnarvon Tern- s in spirit if not in letter, 
should the dispatch ne'e! the expectations 
of the public in this important particu- 
lars; and there will be a general disposi- 
tion to acquiesce iu the suggestions of the 
noble Earl. But whatever the contents 
of the dispatch may turn out to bo, we 
join with the Leader of the Opposition in 
the expression of the hope that 'the 
count -y will be prepared to accept even 
less than it has a right to expect." 

The Cato-stiieet Conspiiiaoy. — The 
lust survivor of the Cato-street Con- 
spiracy—one Matthew Booth— died a 
few duys ago in the Leeds Work- 
house. To what a si range Bocial world 
docs this announcement carry us! 
George IV. had not quite a month ex- 
changed tho Regency for the Throne; 
tho nation was troubled to the core by 
the King's accusations against his 
%vife, and by tho resolute opposition 
of tbo Government, in which Lord 
Castlereagh exercised paramount in- 
fluence, to every proposal of political re- 
form. A peaceful meeting at Manchester 
in the previous summer had been dispers- 
ed by dragoons. The Corn Laws prohib- 
iting the import of grain had raised tho 
cost of wheat to famine piices, and the 
Napoleonic wars which had lasted 20 
years had left the usual legacy of wars, 
universal unrest, and tho restiveness natu- 
ral under a greatly increased burden of 
taxation. At this juncture Tuistlewood and 
hii 23 ussociates resolved to imitate Guy 
Fawkes' intention; but, instead of blow- 
ing up tho Parliament Houses, thoy do 
fcermiued on assassinating the .Ministers us 
they eat at dinner at the E irl of Harrowby, 
in Grosvenor-sqnare, Tho hope was that 
once tho Ministers were out of tho way, a 
reform Government would bo established 
by tho people. But traitors in tho camp 
of conspirators acquainted tho Govern- 
ment with all the plot. On the day of the 
dinner party, February 23, the conspira 
tors had assembled in a loft over a stable 
in Cato street (now Flower street,) Edg- 
ware road, and were arming when the 
police- entered. Iu the souffle mostof tho 
conspirators escaped, but Thihtlcwood 
was taken tho next morning, and in the 
following May lie and four of his com- 
panions wire hanged at tho Old Bailey. 
They were tho last pii-oners confined in 
the Tower. Of the remainder, five were 
transported, and tho man now deceased, 
who has survived his crime for 50 years, 
/either eluded the vigilance of tho police 
or was deemed too young and obscure to 
bo worth taking. During his long after 
life ha has seen more than all which his 
follows sought accomplished by tho Con- 
stitutional changes, amounting almost to 
revolutions, which havo been wrought 
The England of to-day is scarcely more 
unlilco Turkey than it is unlike tho Eng- 
land of the days of tho Cato street Con-

Dr. Peterinaun, tbo eminent Gotha 
geographer, paid a visit to London 
recently, mainly for the purposo of at- 
tending tho Arctic expedition of tho 
Geograpioal Society. Dr. Petermauu 
wns a rosidout for a considerable time 
in London many years ago, and, we 
beliovo, left it with considerable re- 
luctance to take charge of the geo- 
graphical department of tho publishing 
house of Perths. Iu a long letter which 
ho has written to the editor of the 
Kolnische Zeilung ho describes some as- 
pects of tho life of London aud of Eng- 
land as they appear to him after a long 
absence. and from the tone of his remarks 
ono may infor that ho still has a regard 
for our metropolis, and looks upon it as 
in tho toro froDt of all progress. Ho is 
not blind, howevor, to its gloomy side. 
In speaking of Arctio matters, ho stutos 
that Loudon is tho best way to tho Polo; 
and that, to judge from tho meteorologi- 
cal conditions during his recent visit 
hero, a short residence iu London is »n 
excellent training for any ono about to 
venture into tho gloom aud discomforts of 
a Polar winter. i3ut the general tone of 
Dr. Petermann's observations on London 
is so exceedingly laudatory that London- 
ers ought to bo ashamed to grumblo any 
an} more. ''I have," he sayi, "this sum- 
mer been in North America, aud visited 
some of tho chief centres of oulturo thero 
—Baltimore, Washington, Philadelphia, 
New York, Boston, Torsoy, etc., but, i can 
assure you that London yet stands at the 
summit of culturo, civilization, humanity, 
religion, trade, industry, commerce. Had 
it remained at itd old standpoint, and 
ceased to mako continued progress, 
thou perhaps it might, at some 
time, bo outstripped by Now York; 
but Loudon, England, tho English 
with all their Conservatism, continue to 
make rapid progress. Sinco I left Lon- 
don, 23 years ago, vast changes for tho 
better havo been made. England, and 
itft heart, London, has preserved all tho 
good points of former days and has added 
new ones. London will yot bo a beaut - 
ful town; tho Thames, formerly not a 
lovely sight, has been vastly improved by 
its magnificent granite embankments. 
Everything in London has markedly im- 
proved and will continue to improve. 
Public life, for example, in tha streets is 
more convenient, more free from danger, 
moro pleasant, inoro refiuod, more decor- 
ous than formerly; the streets themselves 
have tho best pavements aud trotloirs in 
tho world, and are being more und more 
improved by the substitution of wooden 
blocks laid upon asphalte, producing a 
roadway liner, smoother, and moro even 
than formerly wore tho floors of many 
rooms. Granite refugeos or standing- 
places, provided with gas lamps, are eve- 
rywhere to bo seen iu tho middle of tho 
streets for tho convenience and security 
of the public." Dr. Petermann thiuks 
that the various means of transit in Lon- 
don are tho best and most complete in the. 
world. Omnibusscs and tramcars, 
cabs, and hansoms, the latter unsurpassed 
anywhere, halfpenny steamers on tho 
Thames, railways below aud above ground 
take ono everywhere insido aud outside 
London. '•Tho whole organization of this 
place of four millions inhabitants is some- 
thing wonderful. The London public," 
tho doctor is good enough to say, "is 
more refined aud better behaved than for- 
merly; a comparison between the English 
and tho Gorman capitals would probably 
not result favorably to tho latter." Dr. 
Petermann speaks in high terms of tho 
discipline, self restraint and obliging 
character of our police. Ho, however, 
thinks them rather badly educated or, 
I more strictly speaking, not remarkably 
learned, since ho failed to seo any London 
policeman at the meetings of theGeograph- 
ica! Society, while the gendarmes of Bunn 
take part in the proceedings of tho Anti- 
quarian Society of that city. England, 
wo aie told, possesses all the products of 
the world in the best quality; and Dr. 
Petermann tells tho readers of the Kol- 
nische Zetlung that there is better oating 
and di inking than any whore else. "Food 
is better prepared than before, and wine 
and beer are to ba had of better quality 
hero than iu wine and beer countries else- 
where. Our social democracy," ho goes 
on to say, "deny God, religion aud tho 
Sunday. In England the Sunday is kept 
as a day for God and man, and above all 
for tho workman. Oh, that our poor mis- 
gnided" socialists would come to a place 
like London in order to soo how honestly, 
industriously, punctually, vigorously, 
and orderly work is carried on there 
throughout the week; aud then on Sun- 
day comes tho rest." Dr. Petermann 
speaks highly of our family life, and of 
the comfoits of our houses; he speaks in 
terms of high praiaoof a well-known largo 
hotel in the Strand, where, ho says, one 
can live like a prince for what scorns a 
mere trille, and can dine at our ordinary 
ic-tauranta more cheaply and satisfac- 
torily than in any other town in tho 
world. Ho thinks that our system of 
compulsory education has already produc- 
ed marked rosults for the bettor, und that 
English sooialism has had littlo or no effeot 
on our life and progress. Altogether wo 
ought to feel extremely gratified at praise 
so lavish coming from so intelligent and 
competent an observer and critic, and if 
we go on steadily grumbling and writing 
to the papers about all sorts of abuses, 
real and fancied, wo may continuo to keep 
as far ahead of any other nation as Dr. 
Pttermann seems to think we are at pros- 
ont. — Times.

The London journals of this morning 
comment at some length on Lord Dufier- 
iu'B recent speeches iu Toronto. 

Tho Times' editorial onumoratos the du- 
ties attaohod to tho position of Governor- 
Genoral, and declares that Canada is in- 
debted to England for tho appointment of 
a vitty and able Governor, and that Lord 
Dufferin's qualifications aro precisely 
thosu demanded by the position. 

Tho Morning Post says: Lord Dufforin 
has beooino an enthusiast iu speaking 
about the groat dependency ho governs, 
and tho duties ho fulllls. Ho has thrown 
himself into the popular lifo of Canada 
with a heartiness scarcely to bo expected 
of a man who had n high political posi- 
tion in England, and had boen entrusted 
with work of European importance. Lord 
Dufforin likes tho Dominion, likes tho 
Colonists, and likes to talk about smooth- 
ing tho political paths. Ho frankly ex- 
presses his liking when exorcising his 
talent for publio speaking. Lord Duffor- 
in finds no uncontrollable fanaticism in 
the political life of Canada. There tho 
parliamentary strifos are rough, but pro- 
sont n spoctaclo of unity when compared 
with public discussion in somo equally 
young Statoa. For a country composed 
of so many different nationalities Canada 
presents a wonderful degree of harmony. 
Tho French Catholics are not intractable, 
and Canada, being froo from tho difficulty 
that ufllicts Statos perplexed withan Irish 
vote, has avoidod political and religioui 
discords. In tho Canadian representa- 
tive assemblies tho publio men oppose 
each other with a plainness of speech 
which is lost in England. A young, busy 
commercial community has no time to 
study the graces of rhetoric, and tho par- 
liamentary warfare makes tho inlluonceof 
tho Governor-General thwmoro valuable 
to Canadian debate. Tho very frank Can- 
adian parliamentary loaders do not need 
to bo told of the benefit to bo derived from 
tho moderating influence of a Governor- 
General who possesses tho political, social, 
and intellectual culture of England, and 
who, having learned the arts of concilia- 
tion in a country whore they aro more 
practiced, looks serene amid the provin- 
cial strife of political parties, and oalms 
their strifos. His influenoo on Canadian 
pooiety is the moro readily oxoroiseil be- 
cause Canada has never broken the ties of 
continuity binding hor to tho historical 
lion of England.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Feb. 19— Tho President has 
excluded himself from tho general pub- 
lio and roceivos only Cabinot officers on 
business rogurding affairs of nuimual im- 
portance. Letters and telegrams havo 
boen received by the Secretary of War 
and Attorney-General, the President us 
woll as Congressmen and others, with re- 
ference to probablo trouble in Louisiana, 
havo receivod proper consideration. It 
is tho feeling in military quarters that the 
army in Now Orleans is insufficiently 
strong to prevent any outbreak. It ia not 
tho impression in Cabinoteircles that any 
violation of law will present itself. 

The Tribune's Washington spociul says: 
Tho Republican sonators held a caucus 
yesterday morning at which an informal 
understanding was arrived at that if tho 
Democrats should determine to ; filibuster 
in tho Houso to prevent tho completion of 
tho count of tho doctoral vote, it would 
bo tho duty of tho President of tho Son- 
ato at somo timo before tho 4th March in 
joint convention, if possible, and if not 
then in Senate, to complete count and do- 
claro Hayes elected. 

New York, Fob. 18.— Tho Herald says 
no serious resistance will ho made to the 
completion of the court and inauguration 
of Hayos, because it i3 now mainfost that 
suoh an attempt would not only fail in 
project but split and destroy tho Demo- 
cratic party.

New Yore, Feb. 19. — The Tribune's 
Washington special says Thurman has 
said that the Democrats could not involve 
him in any revolutionary schomo. Bayard 
remarked filibustering would add infamy 
to their defeat. McDonald in defending 
tho notion of tho Democratic caucus said 
nothing was plainer than the line of duty 
of tho Democratic party. Tho decision 
of tho Commission could not be more dis- 
tasteful to anyone than to him, but bo 
never wns cut out for a revolutionist and 
to resist its results would bo revolution.

British Revenue Returns. 

(Timn, January 6.) 

The completed Revenue Returns for 
tho last Quarter suggest very grave con- 
nidoiatious. The hopeful signs appearing 
a fortnight sinco aro no longer visible, 
anil the apprehensions entertained at the 
commencement of December aro fully 
confirmed. On comparison of tha last 
Quarter with tho December Quartor of 
1»75, thoro ia a not decrcaso ot £85,500. 
Fur tho last three years tho Revenue has 
been a subject of anxious attention, hut 
tho Returns showed only that tho former 
rate of progress was diminished, — dimin- 
ishing, perhaps, sometimes to a vanish- 
ing point, — and our national income 
nearly stationery. Many of tho Budget 
Estimates, indeed, wore formed this year 
on the supposition that no increase on 
last year could bo expected. But even 
within theso limits tho Chancellor of the 
Exchequer's calculations may bo upset. 
If tho past six weeks are an indication of 
the ultimate stata of affairs, wo have not 
a slowly progressive or a stationery, but 
a declining Revenue. 

Not only is there a decreaao on tho 
general total, but this decline is tracoil to 
the three pi ino pal sourcea of|Revenuo — 
Customs, Excise, and Stamps. A fulling- 
off in tho Excise for tho Quarter might 
have beon anticipated from tho nature of 
tho Returns furnished reeently. The de- 
cline shown in the last Quarter of the 
year 1875-0 has been confirmed for tsotne 
timo past in api'oof tho sudden start for- 
ward in tho Summer Quarter, and of this 
deolino we were warned, and allowance 
was made last April for tho absence of 
any advanco ou this great source of in- 
como so that a deficiency of £80,000 un- 
der this head will not excite surprise, 
The falling of! of Customs and Stamps is 
moro startling evidence that, however 
tho fact bo explained, our sources of 
supply aro declining. Tho steady decline 
in curtain articles of import liable to duty, 
such as tea and coffee, shown iu tho Board 
of Trade Returns, accounts for this result 
to a certain point. 

Last Quartor thoro was an increase of 
£90,000 from customs over the Returns 
of October, 1875. This Quartor there is 
a declioo of £73,000 as compared with 
last year, leaving only an increase of £55,- 
000 for throo paits of tho financial year 
which havo now elapsed. In Stamps, too, 
thoro was an increasa for tho September 
Quartor, but so groat is tho falling-ofT in 
tho December Returns that there is a de- 
ficiency of £50.000 on a comparison of tho 
w'nolo nine months with Bame period in 
1875. Evon allowing for tho influence in 
tho Autumn Quarter of ovor-sanguine|ox- 
peotations that tho timo for a uowadvauco 
in business had arrived, this general de- 
cline must, on tho whole, bo attributed to 
the political uncertainty of the last few 
mouths, 



evon now to accumulate stoclis of materia], 
believing that, if business is not inter- 
rupted by political necessities, tho time 
for a favorable renewal of activity is at 
hand; the general home trade goes ou as 
before, the amount of imports which make 
up tho ordinary additions to our supply 
of food, which aro consumed iu the king- 
dom is not materially changed, but the 
quantity of imports intended to bo re- 
exported is still diminishing, and all tho 
larger transactions of trade aro reduced in 
number and volunio. In the Exoiso wo 
havo the gradual result of tha lessons in 
pinching which this long lesson of stress 
is teaching, and while every one ia waiting 
for somo encouragement to move forward, 
there is superadded the political gloom 
which tho apprehension of a general Avar 
has spread over tho whole of Europe. 

If wo are right in concluding tliut tho 
decline in Revenue of tho last threo 
months is duo to this fear, tho result of 
the negotiations now|going|on may dissi- 
pate all such alarm, and Ike final Quarter 
of tho year may yet witness an advanco 
sufficient to retrieve tho position of tho 
Exchequer. But hopes of this kind must 
not blind us to tho actual state of tho 
case just now. To chuo tho your with a 
net deolino of £85,000 on what ordinarily 
is ono of tho most productive Quarters of 
tho wdiolo financial your naturally sug- 
gests tho inquiry what will bo tho" result 
if this retrogression continue until April 
next. All tho heads of Revenue, except 
Excise, wore treated by Sir Stafford 
Northcoto in April, 1870, as certain to 
support tho trilling advances which thoy 
had mado during the previous year. Ex- 
cise had shown a backward lendenoy in 
the March Quarter, and accordingly tho 
estimate of Excise Revenue for 1875 was 
less tliau tho yield of Excise for 1870-7, 
but Customs, Stamps, the Post Office, and 
tho Telegraph Service had all shown 
some improvement all through tho year 
1875-0, and accordingly under each of 
theso beads tho Estimates for this year 
were larger than for 1875-0. Tho result 
of the next Quarter always depends in 
tha main on tho Income Tax. Speaking 
roughly, £1, 000,000 is supplied in the 
final Quartor of tho year by tho Land 
Tux and Income Tax in addition to the 
ordinary yield of the other sources of 
Revenue. This sum must bo further in- 
creased this year by £1,000,000, tho 
amount reckoned on to accrue from tho 
additional penny on the Income Tax. 
There is considerable danger, however, 
lost tho pause in business indicated iu 
the last Quarter's Returms may ho fouud 
to lmvo told ou the Income Tax Returns 
not less thau on the other sources of Re- 
venue. 

If it really turns out that the larger de- 
partments of business have been suddenly 
chocked ut tho close of tho year, tho in- 
crease in tho amount of the tax will be 
still moro keenly felt. But whether it be 
a matter of feeling or of fact, it will bo 
equally serious if tho result should bo 
that the source of Revenue which has 
boon allaloug depended on to supply the 
increased expenditure, and of which wo 
are yet unable to gauge the probable 
yiold, is found to share the general de- 
pression. Even if wo suppose that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer receives tho 
£5,000,000 odd ho anticipates from theso 
sources, we must further assume, it diffi- 
culty is to bo avoided, that Customs and 
Excise not only mend, hut mend prompt- 
ly, for large as is tho yield from these 
sources on tho other Quarters of tho year, 
the March Quarter is by far the most im- 
portant ovou as regards them, und should 
tho decline now appearing to mark the 
last six weeks continue, a still greater 
deficiency must be anticipated. 

Tho favourable Returns of the earlier 
part cf tho year still leave a balauco in 
favour of the nation on the nine months of 
the financial period now elapsed. Apart 
from disturbing influences, the prospects 
of trade are encouraging and the latest 
nows from tho east appears to promise 
that anxiety for the honour and interests 
of tho country need inspire no apprehen- 
sion of a general war. Such alarms ro- 
movod, all may yet be well, for thoro are 
no indications that the internal prosperity 
of tho country is seriously affected If 
questions which seomod to affect our so 
ourity and honour are happily settled, the 
Returns of the wbole your may yet save 
Sir Stafford Notthcote from the disagree- 
able position of appearing next April as a 
Chancellor of theExohequor with a deficit.
